"Ibis gas, which is created from varl- 
oua hydro-carbons and chemicals, is 
formed in a small tank similar to that 
used lor ordinary ozyhydrogen, hot it Is 
absolutely without pressure. It is gen- 
erated by an air syphon that acta only 
when the angina ia running. There can 
be no condenaatloo or odor, and the mix- 
ture is non-atspkiaive, except by a apark 
under cylinder compraaaton. I aall it 
electro-safety gas. 

"The gas will furnish light, heat and 
power. About 100 aiztaen-candle-power 
electric lampa can be operated at a cost 
of 10 cents an hour. An eight-pound 
tank measuring eight inches by fifteen 
incbaa will run a fonr-boiaa-powar va- 
hicla 160 odlaa, and enough gaa can ba 
carried, if desired, to run an automobile 
for 6,000 milea. It coats about half a 
cent par boraa power par hour. The 
strongest recommendation for this power 
is the fact that gas is generated only 
when the machine is running, and that 
it is absolutely without pressure."
